All our great men have been men 
who took care of their bodies and thus 
gave their minds opportunity for devel- 
opment.

Tbe Crop Outlook Boiled Down. 
f he present outlook for crops is^about 


as follows: About one-half of the late 
seeding of wheat is winter-killed, and the 
wheat not plowed up will hardly make 
half an average yield per acre. Rye prom- 
ises over three-fourths of an average yield 
per acre. Oats arc not quite up to the 
averuge in condition; the area is larger 
than lust season. The supply of old corn 
and wheat in first hands is some larger 
than iu May, 1881, The area ot meadow 
is some larger than last season. Qross 
has made but little growth, and meadows 
and pastures-are much below an average 
in condition. 
Farm laborers are very 


plentiful nnd wages are a little below the 
average; about half tbe usual area was 
plowed to May 1st, owing to the back- 
wardness of the season. There is a de- 
crease in tbe number of farm animals 
compared with corresponding date last 
season. Livestock'is thin in flesh, and 
tho poor condition of tho pastures give 
no encouragement for early improvement. 
The truit prospects are not very enoour- 
oging; the early acd tender varieties of 
fruit are generally winter killed, except in 
sheltered places.—iJanville News.

Tih'ely twHlerTserge, the rougher Cti^v- 
iots 'and''bisoa'-eTptfjs 'are 'the fabrics 
used- by-taifors- for .handsome white 
dressesi whils: for simpler dresses the 
tennis flajmels and the smoother flan- 
nelettes are employed. The white and 
gold dresses are considered the most 
elegant" of the tailor gowns; these nre 
of cream white-serge, trimmed with 
gold cord—which is newer than flat 
braid—sewed, on intricate coral and 
yermicelli designs on the vest, collar, 
cuffs and side panels of the skirt. Sil- 
ver cords are used in the same way, and 
colored Bilk cords are employed for 
colored siergea. Pale blue serge is 
combined with white serge, and silver 
braid, id added on the blua vest and the 
inlaid bauds that separate the length- 
wise pleats of 'the skirt.

In curing meat on n farm two 


great agents are employed, salt and! 
smoke. 
Salt absorbs the juices of tho 


meat, and, acting upon the same prin- 
ciple, retards putrefaction by absorbing 
the fluid of the moat. 
This will form 


a brine that will effectually ward off the 
attacking oxygen wherever it covers 
the meat, This is why wo cover hams 
and bacon with strong brine. 
Salt 


possesses no active principles to stay 
putrefaction; it is only a negative fac- 
tor. By absorbing the fluids necessary 
to chemical changes, and shutting off 
tho eager oxygen from tho meats, it 
preserves it. 
But it dissolves some of 


tho salts and other valuable elements 
and consequently renders tho meats less 
nutritious and wholesome. 
Smoke, 


like salt, absorbs the moisture of the 
meat and thereby aids in the stopping 
of putrefaction. 
But as a preservative 


of nirnt it derives its chief value from 
the (r.'iisoto it contains. 
It is creosote 


thai gives smoke its 
characteristic 


odor, mid render* it so irritating to the 
eyes. 
It is an active agent in the 


preservation of meat, differing from 
salt, which only acts negatively. — Ex- 
change.
